Harry C. Bell of 5216 Madison avenue, this 
city, filed. a suit yesterday in the Superior 
court for divorce from his wife, Priscilla D. 
Bell, who is in New York with her father, 
the Rev. Dr. R. M. Stratton, one of the fore- 
most workers in the Methodist Episcopal 
church. , | 

Mr. Bell charges that his wife ran away 
in June with William H. Hibbard, one of 
the editors of the New York Journal of Com- 
merce, went abroad with him, visited Lon- 
don and Paris, and returned to New York 
on the steamer St. Paul ten days ago. Mr. 
Hibbard'’s wife and two children are at their 
summer home, East Orange, N. J. . 

Mrs. Bell, seen fn New York, denied all her 
husband's accusations. 

‘My husband is insanely and causelessly 
jealous of me,"’ she declared. “ I was forced 
to sue him for separate maintenance, he f¥ 
so absurdly jealous of my beauty.” 


Former Suit by Mrs. Bell. 

A sensation was created when it was dis- 
covered that Mrs. Bell had secretly filed a. 
separate maintenance action against her 
husband in the Superior court in October, 
1904, and had her husband arrested to pre- 
vent his leaving the state. She charged cru- 
elty and desertion. At that time Judge Kay- 
anagh put Mr. Bell under~ $3,000 bonds to 
remain in Illinoig and to pay his wife $100 
a month alimony. 

The files in this case have disappeared from 
the Superior court, and have not been re- 
ceipted for. It is said her husband's detect- 
ives followed Mrs. Bell for a year. They } 
served papers in the divorce suit as she left 
the steamer St. Paul. They also handed a 
notice to her which purported to account 
precisely for every moment she passed in

The fact that it is the eapital of the world 
just* now doesn’t seem to have impressed 
Portsmouth a great deal. Only by striking 
an average can this be called the conference

First-Russia's recognition. of Japan’s

Two Articles Are Easy 
There never was any question about the 
acceptance on the part of M. de Witte of 
these “articles.”” the first two covering in 
more emphatic form, the contentions of 
Japan in the diplomatic struggle which pre- 
ceded hostilities.

Japan Cannot Take Railroad.. 

Japan cannot take the railroad) herself. 
To place herself in Russia’s shoes regarding 
the railroad would be militarily to control 
the destinies of the three provinces of Man- 
churia, which she has promised to return to 
China. But Japan is entitled to reimburse- 
ment for the expense to which she has been 
put to in restoring the railroad below the 
present position of ‘Linevitch’s army, re- 
building the bridges, and pout the 
gauge. 

If China could not find the money some 
other power or powers might do so, and 
the road would become hypothecated to the 
powers which advanced the money, as other 
Chinese roads are to those which advanced 
the money for their construction. | 
. It was Mr. Witte himself who organized 
the Russo-Chinese bank in 1895, and who 
has always been considered the real organ- 
izer of the Chinese Eastern company. Mr. 
Berg, the attorney of the Russo-Chinese, 
bank, which owns practically all, if not all, 
of the shares of th€ road, is attached to the 
Russian mission. 


Stumbling Block Comes Today. 

Tomorrow in the ordinary course of pro- 
ceedings the first great stumbling block to a 
treaty of peace should be reached, as after 
Port Arthur and the leases of Liaotung, 
which are inéluded’in article four and which 
M. de Witte undoubtedly is prepared with 
slight modifications to accept, comes article 
five, the cession of Sakhalin. But it is by 
no means certain that when this obstacle 
is reached it will not be postponed until all 
the articles upon which agreement is easy 
or possible are disposed of. If this course is 
followed, and there is high authority for the 
opinion that it will be, it will indicate a dis- 
position to put off the real struggle to the 
last, and the longer the conference endures 
the brighter the prospects of a treaty are 
likely to become. ‘‘ Every day they sit,’ 
said a high authority, “ increases the chances 
of peace.”’ 

Mr. Sato said tonight that he had come to 
Portsmouth hopeful of a successful issue of 
the negotiations and that aotnies had oc- 
curred to alter his optimism. 


Will Be Treaty of Washington. 

The language of the three articles adopted 
today will form practically the text of the 
‘treaty of Washington,” if one is signed— 
subject, of coursé, to a ‘final revision. Each 
side has agreed to the articles, and they are 
included in the protocols of each y’s ses- 
sion, which are officially signed by the pleni- 
potentiaries the next morning. 

In addition to the minutes kept! by each 
side, there is an abbreviated record of the 
discussions, giving the arguments made on 
each side of every point, which are daily 
attested, so that when the conférence is 
ended the record of the proceedings will be 
complete. Of course, the agreemént article 
by article does not bind either sia or 
Japan until a final agreement is| reached 
and the treaty is signed. 

It is, however, significant that Mr. Sato, 
while specifically 
speak officially, gave it as his opinion that 
each power had now bound itself to the 
articles: agreed to. 


Russians Score a PointP 


In the discussion of the second article, cov- 
ering the evacuation of Manchuria, it is 
positively stated that Russia won a victory. 
Baron Komura, so it is declared; wanted 
to limit the obligation to evacuate Manchu- 
ria and to surrender special privileges in 
the province to Russia, whereas M. de 
Witte contended that the obligation for 
evacuation and the surrender of special priv- 
ileges should be mutual and that the evacu- 
ation of the troops should take place concur- 
rently. M. de Witte is said to have con- 
tended that he was defending not only the 
interests of Russia but of all the neutral 
powers. 

On the other hand, the Jasmadde claim 
not only that they did not resist the provi- 
sion for simultaneous evacuation by the 
troops of both countries, but that they are 
entitled to distinct credit for the strong 
stipulations regarding the preservation of 
the territorial integrity of Chine.

Only 
enough time is desired to enable the armies 
of Japan to evacuate the province, and by 
the time this evacuation is accomplished it 
is expected China will have established the 
necessary system of courts and ll be in 
a position to maintain order thro ut the 


province.

The Japanese are not swerving from their 
policy of secrecy regarding the negotiations. 
Within the last few days the strongest pres- 
sure has been brought to bear on Baron 
Komura and Mr. Takahira to modify their 
decision, but to no effect. The Japanese re- 
ply to all such arguments is that having

So far from los- 
ing friendship in this country we believe the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries will. gain by the 
stolid way in which we follow this course.’

NO BATTLE TILL PEACE FAILS. 


Taken for Granted at Portsmouth 
That Oyama and Linevitch Will 
Keep Armies in Camp. 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 14.—lt seems to 
be taken for granted among the attachés of 
both the Japanese and Russian missions that 
there will be no general battle in Manchuria 
while; the peace negotiations are on. 

Oyama its known to be prepared to strike 
the moment the negotiations fail, and there 
may be more or less skirmishing and out- 
post engagements while the troops are get- 
ting in position, but it is admitted on each 
side that if either Oyama or Linevitch 
should deliberately bring on a general en- 
gagement which’ might cost 50,000 or 100,000 
lives, his country would be accused of bad 
faith in the negotiations here and would in- 
evitably lose prestige in the eyes of the 


world. 

In the larger sense, therefore, it can be | 
said that an armistice already exists in Man- 
churia. Should the negotiations be vainly 
prolonged and it become evident that they 
were to be fruitiess, the advance of Oyama 
or Linevitch might be the signal for the final 
rupture. The unexpected attack on Port Ar- 
thur might be repeated below Harbin. . 


President of Norway’s Storthing De- 
clares People Are in Earnest, but 
Wish to Retain Monarciiy. 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Aug. 14.—The 


dissolution of the union with Sweden show 
that out of 321,358 votes cast only 161 were 
against the dissolution. 

“ With the people’s expression of approval 
of the action of the storthing, our only step 
can be to communicate the result of the 
plebiscite to the Swedish cabinet, reiterating 
the views previously expressed,” said C. C. 
Berrie, president of the storthing. “If 
Sweden desires a peaceful settlement and a 
lasting understanding, it will not Insist on 
asking Norway to frame a request for 
Sweden's recognition of the dissolution and 
cancellation of the act of union in an ob- 
jectionable manner. The riksdag’s condi- 
tions are vague amd might be understood as 
an ultimatum, but ve are willing to nego- 
tiate. 

“ Norway at presdnt desires to continue 

under a monarchy. This fact and a spirit 
of conciliation caused our offer of the throne 
to a prince of the house of Bernadotte. This 
offer has brought forth no answer. Norway, 
however, cannot walt forever, and in a rea- 
sonable time will consider the failure to 
anewer as a refusal and will invite another 
prince to occupy the throne. 
“The storthing would not take the re 
sponsibility of deciding in favor of a re- 
public, but would refer that question to the 
people.”’

I 
made an arrangement with the president of 
Panama, until prices become normal on 
the isthmus, to continue this system of sup- 
plying the workmen. 

“At Colon a large refrigerating plant is 
now being established, from which all sup- 
plies will be issued promptly, $0 that shortly 
all American employés wil! be able to obtain 
the same fare they would have at home. 

Relieving Freight Congestion. 

“Of course I found the freight congestion 
causing considerable trouble, but soon found 
by applying those practical up to date 
railroad methods of the United States that 
in thirty days the trouble would be elimi- 
nated. There is about 6,000 tons on hand 
now. This freight was ordered by the old 
commission to be delivered at certain in- 
tervals. We hurried the matter up and urged 
prompt shipment, with the result that it all 
got.to the terminal point at once. 

“As to double tracking the railroad, that 
cannot be done at present, even if necessary, 
but as the work of getting out the airt 
progresses, we easily can keep up with the 
work with extra trackage. We have sup- 
plied refrigerating cars for the road. 

“There are about 10,000 loyés on the 
isthmus now, including ‘the laborers.”’

JAPAN'S NEW NAVY. 

The story that the Russian government is 
about to let contracts in this countr? for the 
manufacture of armor plate and the con- 
struction of battleships which was told 
first about a year ago has again been put 
in circulation. No contracts have been 
made so far as is known, but it is not un- 
likely that some will be, for Russia certainly 
will rebuild her navy. She may not be able 
to make effective use of a navy, but abe will 
want one. If peace shall be made with 


Japan, presumably ft will be with the in- 


tention of getting even with that country 
at a future day. “ Revenge” may be im- 


possible with a navy, and certainly will be 
impossible without one. i 


Even: if Russia shall begin at once the 
construction of battleships, setting all the 
unoccupied shipbuilders at work, it will be 


some time before she can assemble a navy 
which in number of vessels even will rival 
that of Japan. That country is accom- 
plishing the extraordinary, unparalleled 
feat of about doubling tts navy at the ex- | 
pense of fits adversary. Soon the Japs will 
have in service a number of powerful ves- 
sels which were flying the Russian flag 
when the war began. There never has been 
in modern times such a wholesale transfer |

Not long ago the Japs succeeded in raising 


the cruiser Variag, which they sunk ‘and 
nearly shot to pieces at Chemulpo. News 
comes from Port Arthur that they have 
managed to raise the battleships Peresviet, | 
Poltava, Retvizan, Pobieda, and Pallada, | 
Add to-these the Orel and the other ships 
belonging ‘to Admiral Rojestvehsky’s fleet 
| which fell into the hands of the Japs and 
there is a respectable fleet.which Russia 
paid for and which Japan wil own. The 
Japanese will gladly stand the cost of re- 
pairs. | 


If the Russian officers had chosen they 


could have wrecked the Port Arthur ships 
thoroughly thdt. they would have been 
‘no more than junk piles. Apparently they 
‘did their work in a shiftless way. ‘They 
did ‘not take into consideration the passion- 
ate desire of the Japanese to strengthen 
their navy, and underrated the patience and 
ingenuity they would bring to bear to raise 
‘and patch up every damaged Russian hulk, 


The rating of the navies of the world has 


been materially affected by the transfer of 
so many armored vessels from the Russian 
to the Japanese navy. . Japan has not 
escaped unscathed, but she has more than 
made good her losses. Not many montlis 
ago the navies ranked as follows: Great 
Britain, France, Russia, Germany, United 
States, Italy, Japan. Rassia drops to the 
‘bottom of list. Japan-now outranks 
Italy and is coming up near the United 
‘States, 


Now that Japan has made good her foot- 


ing on the mainland she appreciates fully 
the need of a powerful navy. She will-not 
stop until she has one which can bid de- 
fiance to any Russian fleet, even though it 
be reinforced by the fleets of other nations 
of continental Europe. When the Retvizan, 
the Orel, and the other Russian ships are 


manned by Japanese sailors, commanded 


by Togo’s officers, it will not be safe for 
ships of any navy to trifle with them.

| Will It Be Peace or War? 

President Johnson of the American league 
left last night for Cincinnati to attend the 
meeting of the national commission, which 
is set for today, to decide whether there will 
be peace or war between the major leagues 
and minors, Unless some method of compro- 
mise is found at the last minute a breach 
cannot be avoided without one side or the 
other backing down. 

That the comm/ssion has no intention of 
receding from its position was indicated by 
Ban Johnson's statement just before leaving 
that the commission would stand pat on the 
resolutions adopted at its last mecting in 
Cleveland, when its members were enjoined 
by Attorney Griffiths from trying his case 
or punishing him for alleged conspiracy 
against organized baseball. The resolutions 
then adopted called upon the Minor League 
association to investigate the evidence of 
conspiracy on the part of Griffiths and oth- 
ers and to report to the commission today as 
to whether they were guilty or not, and, if 
guilty, whether or not they had been pun- 
ished. 

So far as known to the public the minor 
leagues have taken no action in the matter, 
and the only expressions of opinion from.

imam entage of air brakes ubed 
freight trains to as great an extent as con- 
ditions of equipment will permit. 

Recent accidents involving logs of life and | 
property, caused by the “buckling” of 
freight trains, have demonstrated that they 
are not under the control of the engineer, as 
required by law. 

As the impact which causes “ buckling ” 
is due to the presence of unbraked cars in 
the rear of the train, it appears that such 
accidents may be obviated by requiring a 
number of cars in trains greater? than the 
50 per tent now required by law to have their 
brakes operated by the engineer. | 

It is added that the evident purpose of the 


law is to ultimately require the use of air |} 


brakes on all cars of all freight trains.
